To the astonisement even of there; 
selves, the farmers along the Truckee} 
river in the vicinity of Verdi, and for 
fuur or five miles above and below, 


find that the few apple trees they set 
out years ago 46.8 sort of hopeless ex- 
periment, have proven to be sure 
bearers and of excellent varieties. 
Their great regret now is, that instead 
of setting out a dozen or fifteen trees 
each, they did not devote every avail- 
able spot to orchard. Mr. Merrill 
lives in a sheltered nook right on the 
river bank, and he has had a surpris- 
ing yield for two years with a prospect 
for even a better third crop. A cou- 
ple miles below lives Mr. Bates with 
a similar pleasant experience, and J. 
P. Foulks at Essex, two miles above 
Verdi; has a number of healthy trees. 
W. B. Tiffany, who lives four and a 
half miles beyond Verdi, and several 
hundred feet higher, thinks his apples 
are finer and will keep better than the 
others. 
SUCH A DISCOVERY 

Cannet fail to be very important to 
this region, as there are very man 
spots in the mountains well sheltered 
from the cold frosts and rude winds, 
abd in time the Truckee may be as 
famous for its apple cro 
for its fine lumber. eno the de 
velopment of the 5 . berry inter- 
est is highly satisfactory also.
